Specification 

The objection to the specification, outlined in the previous Office Action, has 
been overcome by applicant's amendment. The amendment supplies an acceptable 
abstract. 

102 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejections of claim 1 under 35 USC 102(b), outlined in the previous Office 
Action, have been overcome by applicant's amendment. The amendment narrows the 
claim such that it no longer reads on the cited prior art, vide infra. 
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Claim Objections Withdrawn 

The objection to claims 2-4, outlined in the previous Office Action, has been 
overcome by applicant's cancellation of claim 2 and the amendment to the independent 
claim. Thus, the objection to claims 3 and 4 is now moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-1 1 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art remains the cited prior art of record. Applicant has narrowed 
the independent claim such that an asymmetric metal complex must be present. This is 
in contrast to the cited prior art where palladium or platinum metal on carbon is used as 
a catalyst. The cited prior art neither teaches nor suggests the instant process. Nor 
would it have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to 
modify the processes of the prior art in order to arrive at that of the instant invention. 
There is no motivation to do so. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
